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PREFACE 


Til collecting ooina in an Indian bazar, the many varieties which are displayed 
before the eyes of the collector are bewildering A short acquaintance, however, with 
these vaiieties enables the collector to airange them m series, each of which can be 
easily attributed from a study of the legends on the coins, to well-known dynasties 
who reigned in historical times Theie are, it is true, some series which belong to 
kings not known to histoiy. In the present part of th« Catalogue there are over 
twenty series of coins desciibed, all dealing with mediaeval or modern history With 
the exception of the coins of the Hindu Kings of Kabul, and of the Coins of the 
Sikhs, they all deal with Muhammadan dynasties Scarcely any of tfae senes are 
complete It could not be expected that tbe coins of G-ujarat, Malwa, Bengal and 
of the Bahmani dynasty would be found extensively in the Pan 3 ab The wonder is 
that so many are found A few remarks on each series would not here be out of 
place, as nothing is said in the body of the hook about any one of them 

Ooins of the ^oMjas — Of these only fifty-two are in this collection. There is 
no one coin that is very rare. The first one was struck in the year 80 H , the last 
one in 296 H. They show some of the changes which took place m the coinage of 
the Khalifas They are, however, only specimens , they do not lay claim to be a senes 
Silvm Sind Ooins — These are very numerous No ofchei collection has so many 
coins 01 so many varieties The names on them are probably those of the Muham- 
madan governors of Sind m the first and second centuries of the Muhammadan era. 
Theie are upwards of 180 of these small silver coins, many of them were edited by 
ihat gieab Numismatist, the late Edward Thomas, but several types aie here edited 
for the fiist time They came into my hands from Qandahar 

Sdmdni Ooins — These, like the coins of the Khalifas, are only 3 ust specimens of 
the coinage of tbe SamAni Kings 

Hindd Kings of Kabul — These are numerous. One king, Bhima Deva, is, however, 
aot represented 

Sultdiis of Ghazmh —These are m great vaiiety Few, however, can lay claim to 
great rarity, oi to being unique The coins of Na§r, the brother of Mahmtid, and of 
Mab^fid and Tahii, and of Wali-ud-Daulat on pages 29 and 30, are, I believe, edited 
or tbe first time. Tbe coins of Ibrahim are numerous and interesting Of Khusrau 
so many types have not been previously edited In the Miscellaneous Ooins, 
ose with the names of and and of and over the horsemen 

edited for the first time. 

King of The coins of Bah4-ud-din were edited by Edward Thomas, 

out they are exceedingly rare. The Doubtful Coin which I attribute to an Amir of 
Muhammad bin S4m has, alas, been lost. No other com is known with so much of the 
%at"Ul kursi on it, or with so many titles of Muhammad bin S4m, 
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Sulfdns of Behli, — Th&se coins were collected by me to illustrate the Obromcles 
of the Patlidu Kings of Dehli,’^ by Bdwaid Thomas. It was my desire to secure one 
specimen of each coin given by him I was not successful, but as my researches 
extended over a period of more than twenty years, I got many specimens described by 
bun, and many novelties not given in his book. These latter I have descubed m my 
fire supplements to his woik. Many novelties are, however, given which J have not 
described It would be tedious to note all the novelties, but some of the more im- 
portant may be pointed out The four coins of Qutb-ud«din Aibak have not been 
previously edited. Many of the foity-four types of Shams-ud-dm Altamsh have not 
been previously edrted Since I sold my coins to the Panjib Goverment I have met 
with several new types 

The coins of the BajAs cf various parts of India, who were contemporaneous with 
Altamsh, are well represented in numbers and varieties, as are also the coins of 
Qubaoha and the Qailu^s. Of ^AlA-ud-dm of i^wauzm, the types are very numerous 
Two corns (Ko 17, p 71 and No 18, p 72) of the Kishm and Bamian mints are 
apparently unique, not being in any known collection! I'he coins of the son, Jdlal-ud- 
din, are also numerous, and perhaps Nos 3 and 9 are unique. There are only two coins 
in this collection ascribed to Changes Khan 

The corns of Eaijia Begam are choice Mu’izia-ad-diu Bahi&m ShAh is poorly 
represented The billon coins of ^AlA-»ud-dm Mas’add Shdh are in great variety. Of 
Na§ir-ud-din Mabmfid, Shah Qiiiya^-ud dm Balban, Mu’izz-ud-din Kaiqubdd, JalAh 
ud-din Piroz Shall, Eukn-ud-din Ibiahim, ^Ala^ud-din Muhammad Shdh, and Qnljb-ud- 
din Mubdrak Shdh, only well known types are given, but they are all good and dates 
are numerous. 

Of Na§ir-ud-dln Kb^usrau Shah there are two new types not given m Thomas. 
Ghiyag-ud-dlu Tughlaq has four types, all well-known Pour coins are posthumous 

Mubammad bin Tugfelaq figures with forty-six types, most of which have been 
published before, No 6, struck at “the Pass of Dhdr/* deserves notice, I formerly 
read Dhdr as Dehli, that was a mistake. No 40 is new to numismatios, as ia also 
No. 27. Although there are no gold coins of this king in this collection, the varieties 
of types render it exceedingly interesting 

The twelve types here given of the coins of Piroas Shdh call for no remarks. Only 
No 6 does not appear in any other collection. 

The corns in the joint names of Piroz Shdh and Path Khan, and of Piroz Shdh 
and ?afar, are well-known, as are those of i^afar alone The two coins, No 4 of Pfroz 
Shdh and ?afar, and the 6 coins of No 6, are published here for the first time in a 
catalogue. I had however, previously published them in my papeis supplementary i< 
Mr* Thomas* book. 

Of Tufiiilaq Shdh II, out of the nine types given, four are marked “ unisuu 
Abli Bakr has eleven types in this collection. Muhammad Tug^i^kq H has fourteen 
types , most of them well-known, except No 7 Sikandai Shdh reigned about 46 days * 
there are five types of his coins given here No 5 seems to be Of 

Mahmdd Shdh Tug^laq only nme types are guen, and of Na^rat Shdh, his rival, only 
four, ot which No. 1 is in gold, and is one of two known gold coins of this king. 
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Mabarak Shall, Muhammad-bm-Farid, and *i¥Iam SEdh are fairlj well represented, 
and so are the 'three Lodi sovereigns 

These coins of the Sultans of Dehli show what coins the people of India used 
for thiee-and~a-quarter centuries Gold was scarce silver was far from common 
mixed, or billon coins, and copper coins, were those in the hands of the people. How 
they made bargains in billon corns, I cannot conceive, seeing no two coins seem to 
have copper and 'silver in the same proportions. There was an immense number of 
small copper coins in use for small daily purchases The wants of the people were 
studied 

The coins of the Sultans of Bengal are very few in the collection. 

The Sultans of Kashmir are, however, fairly represented There are several 
novelties not before published 

The coins of Jaunpur are chiefly noticeable from the number of dated coins here 
given. There is no gold or silver coin in this collection. 

The coins of Malwah, and of Gujarat, and of the Bahmani dynasty, are necessarily 
few in this collection, which was made in the Panjdb. 

“ South Indian Muhammadan Coins were published first by Captain Tufnell, 
in his book on “ Com Collecting in Southern India This is the first time they appear 
in a catalogue Six of the kings are unknown to history, although Ibn»i-Batutah 
mentions some of them The corns of Aljsan Shab, the founder of the Bahmani 
Dynasty, imitate those of his masters, Muhammad-bin-Tughlaq and Ghiyag-ud-din 
Tughlaq 

The coins of The Family of Taimdr^^ might have been indefinitely extended, 
as they often come to the Fanjab. Those here given show a few specimens only The 
same may be said of the ** Coma of the Line of Shebani ” ^ Just as the last sheets of 
tins part of the Catalogue were being printed, there was a large find of Shebani 
Coins Of Iskandar alone no less tban twenty-five new types were secured for the 
British Museum. Coins of a new Khan, Durvesh Ahmad, were also obtained, and 
one com of S^ald Eban Together with these were some coins of Hauroz A^mad and 
Fir Mul^ammad. * 

There are only a few coins of the Chaghtdi Mogijils and Ebaiis of the ^ Golden 
Horde ’ in this collection 

Of Persian Coins ” there are some rare specimens of Ism&Vl Sh4h and Jahmasp 
I, and of Fadir Shih. Several of these are not to be found in any other collection. 

In ** Durrani and Afi gh an Coins ” this collection is especially nob, in gold, silver 
and copper. Many have not been published before 

‘‘Coins of tbo Sikhs** might have been multiplied to apy extent, fet first 
oolleotioxL ot tHse coins I sold to th§ LS/uore Iduseum, when my paper on them had 
been published. After that I purchased only rare Sikh Coins. The collection thus 
paade contains therefore many novelties not in my paper. Hos. 36, 37, 38, of the 
copper coins, are of Mahaiaja Dulfp Singh These have never been published before 
There aie some other “ unique ’* coins in copper 

The “ Lucknow Coins ’* are chiefly remarkable for their bombastic poetry. The 
woise the kings weie, the more fulsome was the flattexy heaped on them 
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The “ Bahawulpiir CoiiiSr.” exhibit many novelties not before published, in both 
silver and copper. They give but little information as no rulers’ names are on them 
They are m fact autonomous coins They leveal, however, one fact to us, — that 
the State of Bahd,wu]pur had in it three mint towns, Bahdwulptir, Ehanpdr, and 
Ahmadptir 

My original object when I began com collecting thirty years ago was to obtain 
coins to illustiate the interval between the time of Alexander and the conquests of 
Subaktagm and Mahmud By the time I had seemed specimens of some of the 
coins of the Grseco-Bactrian and Indo-Scythian Kings, I had obtained an insight inta 
the capabilities of the bazars of the Panjab cities in the matter of the supply of old coins 
It became a habit with me to purchase eveiy thing which I had not seen befoie, and 
the study of these curiosities -supplied me with something always new and exciting 
This second part of the Catalogue of my coins shows some of the results obtained 
After some years, when I saw how little the coins of the Moguls vveie known, I gave 
myself almost entirely to the study of them and to the perfecting of my Mogul 
Collection The first part of the Catalogue shows the results of my work 

It IS certain that any one possessed of money, time, and the necessary amount 
of learning, could in India, working steadily at any of the series of coins described m 
this Catalogue, make a pretty complete collection, even now But J question if so 
many senes will ever be attempted again Officers in the Civil Service have no time 
for acquainting themselves with Indian Numismatics Military Officers have con- 
stantly multiplying duties imposed upon them There is a very small independent 
educated element m Indian Society whicli could demote time to the work Amongst 
Native educated gentlemen there is a class rising, from amongst whioh it is hoped 
students of the History of India, and Interpreters of its many histoiical uddlea, may 
arise These gentlemen with ancestral wealth and means, and with time at their 
disposal, and possessing an education to enable them to employ time and means wisely, 
will be not only patrons of reseat ch but themselves engaged in the woik Thoir 
private Libraries, and Museums, and Oolleotiona will be the resort of less-favoured 
learned men, and in course of time the beginnings made by foreignois, like mjself and 
others, will be spoken of as those early attempts to illustrate the history of our 
country, made by foreign students who worked for a few years and then disappeared 
from the conntry, leaving behmd them only a few notes on Numismatics and Anti- 
quities.” 

When the Government of India and the Provincial Governments can give more 
attention to the en com agement of Archocological research, we may expect the rising 
generatios cf -odueatad Native gentlemen to do something themselves Just 
however, the Governments are hampeied with Trant of funds for evejything except 
urgent necessities It speaks well for the Government of the Panjab that, in spite of 
its being so severely handicapped, it was able to secure possession of this large colleo- 
tioii of coins, which, at any rate, forms a nucleus for a larger and more complete 
collection, and which no numismatist of the future need consider it a disgrace to assist 
in completmg
